JFK STREET CONSTRUCTION UPDATE

Construction Resumes Monday, March 26

On Monday, March 26 (weather permitting), the City’s contractor, D’Allessandro Corp., will resume
construction activities on JFK St between Brattle St and Mt. Auburn St. The remaining work includes
pedestrian ramp installation, sidewalk reconstruction (adjacent to Curious George and Uno Chicago
Grill only), new lighting fixtures and roadway reconstruction.

Schedule:

Crews will install new pedestrian ramps, reconstruct the remaining sections of sidewalk, and install
new lighting fixtures on JFK St between Brattle St and Mt. Auburn St starting Monday, March 26. This
work is expected to take about 3-4 weeks to complete. Once the sidewalk and lighting work is
complete, crews will reconstruct the roadway on this section of JFK St and perform final paving.
Overall construction is expected to be completed in May 2012.

General work hours will be Monday-Friday, 7 AM to 4 PM. “No Parking” signs will be posted at least
24 hours in advance of construction; please be sure to check posted signs for exact dates and times.
